HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 


Grinch is coming to television, 
and he may well be followed by 
Yertle the Turtle and the Cat in 
the Hat. 


As a generation of American 


children knows, all of the above 
are characters from the books 
of Dr. Seuss, the prolific, im- 
mensely successful 
author of 


stories for tots. His "How the 
Grinch Stole Christmas" will be 
a CBS holiday special on Sun- 
day Dec. 18. 


Dr. Seuss, a former magazine 


cartoonist who discovered the 
gold to be mined in children's 
books, goes under the name of 
Ted Geisel in real life. During 
the past year he has been neg- 
lecting his literary duties to 
commute from his La Jolla, 
Calif., home to Culver City, 
where 
"Grinch" 
was 
being 


drawn by MGM cartoonists. 


"I usually average a book a 


year," he explained, "but I 
dropped out this year, and my 
wife has been editing the book 
for beginning .readers. I've been 
going up to the studio two or 
three times a week and also to 
New York to work on the lyrics 
of the songs with Albert Hague, 


"The cartoon work has taken 


an immense amount of time. 
The film is in full animation, not 
the usual kind of stop-action you 
see on television. It took 25,000 
individual drawings to create 
the half-hour cartoon." 


Geisel 
coproduced "The 


Grinch" with Chuck Jones, head 
of the MGM cartoon factory. 
Their association goes back to 
World War II when they served 
together in Frank Capra's ani- 
mation unit that made training 
films for the Signal Corps. 


Until now, Geisel has declined

But so far, the tooth is defi- 


ant. For scores of years suc- 
cessful cases have been re- 
ported, but as yet routine 
transplants and replants of 
human teeth are not in the 
dental repertoire. 


One giant step has been ex- 


perimentation with "tooth 
banks." Experimental animals' 
(hamsters') teeth have been 
extracted and quick frozen for 


long periods of time. Some 
were then replanted into their 
original sockets, others were 
transplanted. Percentage of 
success has been encourag- 
ingly high. In a large number 
of cases, though, the teeth be- 
came abscessed, areas around 
them infected, and there was 
a tendency of the host to "re- 
ject" them. 


It's conceivable, t h o u g h , 


that some day, not too far off, 
when a tooth is extracted, a 
donor tooth of similar size, 
shape and color could be req- 
uisitioned from a tooth bank 
and 
transplanted 
into 
the 


empty socket. It could be 
fixed 
in place 
temporarily 


with a splint, the host treated 
with antibiotics, and in a few 
days a new tooth will have 
"grown." 


But, Susan, don't wait until 


the new technique is per- 
fected. Let your dentist make 
you a fixed bridge to fill the 
gap. Fixed bridges are far su- 
perior to removable 
ones, 


where they can be used. They 
function better, and cosmetic 
results can be excellent.

»Amendment covering freedom of 
'coiffure.

Jobs Paying 
$150 Day, Up 
Go Begging

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Jobs, 


that pay up to $150 a day plus 
expenses are going begging, and 
federal 
officials are worried 


about it. 


But don't hasten to apply for 


the job of labor arbitrator un- 
less you have wisdom, patience, 
and a working knowledge of 
economics, the law, industrial 
technology, psychology and la- 
bor-management relations. 


Plus plenty of "just plain 


common sense," adds Morris L. 
Myers, general counsel of the 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service. 


Labor arbitrators, the court of 


last resort in more than 90 per 
cent of all collective bargaining 
contracts, get involved in every- 
thing from refereeing a griev- 
ance over a fist fight to a deli- 
cate contract interpretation in- 
volving hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 


And they have to try to keep 


both union and company offi- 
cials happy while doing it. 


While organized labor bitterly 


opposes compulsory arbitration 
laws to settle contract negotia- 
tion 
disputes, 
most 
unions 


warmly embrace arbitration as 
a means of settling grievances 
once a contract is signed. 


The latter is called "voluntary 


arbitration," 
meaning "you 


agree to be bound by the arbi- 
trator's ruling." 


The arbitrator's word is law 


in settling a grievance. The gov- 
ernment's only role is sug- 
gesting arbitrators upon equest. 


Although arbitrators are not 


federal employes, Myers keeps 
a roster of 1,000 experienced 
men around the country and the 
American Arbitration Associa- 
tion—a private group—lists an- 
other 2,000. 


But even the best of qualifica- 


tions doesn't guarantee an arbi- 
trator a job. "The most difficult 
thing is to get both sides to 
agree on the man they want," 
Myers said. 


Myers sends names of arbi- 


trators, along with biographical 
sketches, to both sides in a 
dispute. Picking the man for the 
job sometimes takes on the as- 
pects of selecting a jury for a 
trial, with each side entitled to 
remove names of individuals 
unacceptable to them. Some- 
times a whole new panel has to 
be sent out. 


The union and (he company 


split the cost of the arbitrators' 
services, which averaged $472 
per case in fees and expenses 
for an average three days work. 


Few of the arbitrators work at 


it full time. Many are college 
professors, but prior practical 
labor-management 
experience 


is almost essential.

Viet Cong 
Attacks 
Near Saigon

SAIGON, 
South Viet Nam 


(AP) - The Viet Cong mounted 
a series of attacks and am- 
bushes within a 35-mile ring 
around Saigon Friday night and 
today- and in one assault in- 
flicted 
heavy casualties 
on 


Vietnamese troops. 


An estimated 500 - man, Viet 


Cong force attacked two com- 
panies of Vietnamese popular 
force soldiers at an army train- 
ing center 34 miles southeast of 
Saigon and took a heavy toll be- 
fore withdrawing, o f f i c i a l 
spokesmen reported. 


While the Communists cen- 


tered on the capital area with 
this and smaller attacks, 1,700 
guerrilla-trained American in- 
fantrymen arrived in South Viet 
Nam in the continuing buildup 
of U.S. forces and a squadron of 
FlOO Supersabres was added to 
American air strength here.,..; 


The new arrivals brought to 


363,700 the number of American 
servicemen in South Viet Nam. 
More are expected in the next 
few days. 


On the political front, U.S. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
continued his Saigon visit by 
conferring with top Vietnamese 
and Americans. 
Later he told 


newsmen "we've seen no indi- 
cation yet" that the Commu- 
nists would be interested in ex- 
tending the 48-hour Christmas 
truce. 


"We just haven't heard from 


them," Rusk said after meeting 
with 
Prime 
Minister Nguyen 


Cao Ky and Chief of State Nguy- 
en Van Thieu. 


The first contingent of the 


U.S. 199th Light Infantry Bri- 
gade debarked at Vung Tau, 40 
miles south of Saigon. The rest 
of the 4,000-man brigade was 
due within a few days. Also 
scheduled to arrive soon is an- 
other full U.S. infantry division.

Greek Ferry 
Death Toll 
May Be 232

ATHENS, 
Greece(AP) 
- 


Shipping 
officials 
expressed 


fear today that scores of unlist- 
ed, last-minute passengers may 
have been aboard the 
ferry 


Heraklion and that the toll from 
its sinking may go above the 232 
known dead or missing. 


Officials directing recovery 


operations at Piraeus, the port 
of Athens, said many persons 
may have boarded at the last 
minute and paid their fare after 
the ferry got under way from 
Crete. They said naval students 
from Canea, on the island of 
Crete often ride without being 
recorded on passenger lists. 


The 8,900-ton Herkalion sank 


swiftly in a raging storm at 2 
a.m. Thursday, midway on an 
overnight crossing from Crete 
to Piraeus with 206 passengers 
officially listed and 75 in the 
crew. By Thursday night, res- 
cue ships picked up 49 survivors 
and 17 bodies. 


Twelve more bodies were re- 


covered today. 


Crewmen told rescuers trucks 


and cars, torn from their lash- 
ings as the 17-year-old ship 
tossed in the storm, smashed 
loading doors that had been 
weakened by waves. They said! 
a 16-ton refrigerator trailer bat- 
tered open a bow door and the 
Aegean Sea, whipped up by 75- 
to 100-mile winds, poured in, 


Antonis Kambouris, 21, re- 


ported: "The blow that finally- 
broke open the loading door was 
from a refrigerator trailer up 
front. I was asleep when the 
alarm 
sounded, I awoke at}9 


took a lifebelt and jumped into 
the sea.

Ships from the U,S. 6th Fleet^ 


British warships and Greek de- 
stroyers cruised the area of the 
sinking off the island of Milos 
Thursday night, turning search* 
lights on the dark water and 
lighting flares as they looked for 
survivors and bodies.
